On  the  morning  of  2 August  t965« 
photographer  Robert  Campbell  was  lying 
in  bed  at  his  home  at  Bella.  Texas,  listen* 
ing  to  police  broadcasts.  His  attention  | 
was  arrested  by  conversations  concern- 
ing an  unconventional  aerial  object  be- 
ing tracked  by  radar  (apparently  at 
Tinker  Air  Force  Base)  and  which  was 
heading  south.  His  source  was  the  Texas 
State  Police,  the  only  part  of  the  con- 
versation he  could  monitor. 

When  he  heard  the  information  that 
the  object,  a blue-white  light,  was  south 
of  Durant,  he  took  his  4x5  Speed  Graphic 
camera  and  went  into  Bells  where  he 
encountered  Police  Chief  Pete  McCollum. 
They  drove  around  until  they  were  1 mile 
east  of  Bells  on  Highway  62,  where  they 
spotted  the  object  hanging  motionless  at 
45  degrees  elevation  in  the  northeast.  \ 
Campbell  set  up  his  tripod  and  took  four 
time  exposures  of  2 minutes  each,  at  3 
minute  intervals.

After  watching  about  2%  hours,  dur- 
ing which  the  object  appeared  to  hover 
deadstill  in  the  air,  Campbell  and  Mc- 
Collum left  the  area,  went  home  and  to 
bed.
